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HERE  WE  GO  AGAIN 

As  of  February  1st,  KPFA  was  $2,500  in  debt.  This  comes  as  no  surprise 
to  us;  it  represents  the  first  stage  in  the  anticipated  $25,000  deficit  for  1958, 
and  is  the  smallest  deficit  proportionately  in  KPFA's  history.  Slowly  but  surely, 
subscriptions  to  KPFA  are  increasing  to  meet  the  costs  of  operating  the  station. 

KPFA's  history  has  demonstrated  that  its  listeners  will  generously  support 
the  station  when  its  life  is  in  danger.  The  KPFA  staff  hopes  that  this  year  its 
deficit  can  be  raised  in  advance  of  such  an  emergency.  We  intend,  with  your 
help,  to  raise  the  $25,000  needed  for  the  year,  by  March  15. 

This  rational  plan  will  have  many  advantages: 

It  will  reduce  the  number  of  passionate  appeals  you  will  have  to  listen 
to  later  in  the  year. 

It  will  make  intelligent  and  economical  planning  for  the  year  possible. 

It  will  release  the  staff  from  the  constant  burden  of  fund-raising,  to 
devote  full  time  to  producing  even  better  programs. 

The  whole  program  structure  of  the  station  is  under  review  now,  with  plans 
underway  for  new  material  in  science,  medicine,  philosophy,  public  affairs, 
and  literature.  We  believe  that  you  will  find  the  standard  of  the  "spoken  word" 
broadcasts  improving  markedly.  There  is  intense  interest  here  in  the  exploration 
of  new  and  important  program  channels — IF  the  staff  energies  are  not  drained 
off  into  fund-raising  instead.
